(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 1, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Jones et al '361. 

5. Jones et al teach an extendable container with a sidewall having corrugations 
and ring portions defined by 20. Note that a label or sheet 16 is wrapped aorund the 
body to secure the body as claimed. Members 24 define the trough portions 

6. Claims 2 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the reference as applied to claims 1 and 7 above, and further in view of Policappelli '458 



and La Fleur 103. 
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7. To have provided protrusions on the side wall to be received by opening or 
cavities in the sheet in the manner of Policappelli at 100 would have been obvious. To 
have provided protrusions n the band to receiving a contracting member would have 
been obvious in view of LaFleur at 10. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Hatada '603. 

To have formed the container with three ring portions would have been obvious 
in view of such teaching by Hatada at 5, 9 and 6 

8. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
the references as applied to claim 2 above, and further in view of Umeda et al JP '829. 

To have formed the label with a peelable adhesive for ease of removing would 
have been obvious in view of such teaching by Umeda et al.
